THE RUBBER RECOVERY. 


High Price “Due to Gambling.” 
(Routers Service.) 


London, Janusry "3g, * 

Mr. P.H. Lockhart, chairman of the Rabber Manufacturers’ 
Association, af Manchester, is goin, to America on Thursday to conor 
sult American manufacturers ‘with regard torestriction. Interriow- 
ed by the Manchester Userdian he expressed the opinion that the 
rise in the price of rubber was largely due to gambling. The chief 
concern of the manufacturers was to obtain a steady lovel of price. 
Tho restriction law ought to ba modified and made more elastic, in 
order to provide larger and quicker releases of rubber. There ought 
to be no restrictions after rubber had reached eighteen panca a pound, 

London, January 23. 

Tntarviewed by the Prening Standard with regard to the rubber 
manufactarers’ objections to restriction, Sir Frank Swetteaham said 
the Eastern Governments were notin the least likely to alter the 
scheme to snit manufacturers, who, during the past two years, when 
they had the opportunity of purchasing rubber-below the-cost of 
production, had been indifferent to the fate of the producer, threaten 
with ruin, and who ware now unreasonably complaining that the 
producer was at length abla to work at a very moderate profit. Sir 
Frank emphasised that a hundred millions of British capital was 
invested in rubber and threatened ta be absolately lost antil restrie- 
tion was enforced. [he question of gamoling did not concern the 
producer. Anything lika half a crown s pound was a moderate price 
for first grade rubber. The consumer did not benefit by the fallin 
price.

Lloyd's sonual report for 1922 states that Great Britain and 
Treland launched 235 vessela, totalling 1,031,081 tons, which is 506,971 
tors lower than in 1921, and representing 41.8 percent. of tha world's 
output, of which 762,769 tons was for registration ia Great Britain and 
Ireland and 268,312 tons for owners residing abroad, including 33,092 
tons for the British Dominions. Altogether 617 vessels, totalling 
1,436,003 tons, were Jaunched in other countries, baing a decrease of 
1,367,624 tons under 1921, to which Germany contributed 575,264 tons, 
the United States 119,133 tons, Japan 83,419 tons, and the Domin- 
ions 62,765 tons. A striking feature was the great increase of steam 
turbines and interns! combustion engines, with a corresponding 
decrease in the recipro¢ating type of engines.

PEKING GOVERMENT’ 
.NEW PROPOSALS. 


ACantoncorrespondent, writing 
usonderdateof yeaterday,xtater— 

“There was a great deal of un- 
reat among the troops in the city 
aroa® Yesterday, and in the after. 
noon the soldiers came to blows 
in the districts round the Pro. 
vingial Treasury and Kuo Yem 
Shan. Although the civilians 
were greatly alarmed at the firing 
of rifles, which was considerable 
and ‘which continued with vary. 
ing intensity for an hour, the 
troops who were not engeged in 
the fray were amused at what 
was taking place, and they 
watcbed the movements of the 
belligerenta from the vantage 
pointa of high buildings and other 
safe places, while the unfortunats 
shopkeepers busied themselves 
putting up shatters and closing 
bastness for the day. Before 
dark there were not a tenth of 
the usaal numberof peoale on 
the streets of the city. : 

“It is anid that the quarrel was 
over tha transfer of arms and am- 
munition from one party to an- 
other. Itis impossible to ascertain 
with certainty the rea! cause of 
the trouble, but there is no doabt 
that a good deal of mysterious 
transportation is going, on and

that Earl Haig, arriving at the 
sare station about the same date, 
was received by one Press photo 
grapher. Same dozens receivea 
Miss Leahy. Prior to her 
triumphal procession through 
England, announcements were 
made in the newspapers that she

organised in her honour. On

That there ara people who hare 
seen, of are convinced they have 
seen, the famons Indian. “rope 
trick" is shown by letters from 
Daily CAronicle readers. 

In his book on "Indian Con- 
juriog’ Major L. H. Branson, of 
the Indian Army, says for 23 
years he has offered a reward of 
a year's pay to any Indien soldier 
who has sean the trick, or can 
give the name and address of the 
performer, 

Mr. J.. Swain, ex-R.Q.MS, 
Dorset Regiment, who served for 
Il years in India, writes from 
South Walks-road, Dorchester, 
ao account of his edperience. 


NATIVE CONJURER’S TRICK. . 


“Taaw the farmoua ropa trick 
performed: ‘by a native coojurar,” 
he says, “on the road between 
the Maidan and Baird Barracks, 
Bangalore, in 1897, when the Ist. 
Dorset Regt. was stationed in 
those barracks.” ;

For another sensational crime, 


of passion of which a woman WRs 
found guilty one has to go back 
to 1839 to the famous case of Mra 
Muaybrick, who was sentenced to 
death for the murder of her 
husband by poisoning him with 
arsenic, 

‘Mrs. Maybrick was not exeout- 
ed but it was not her sex that 
saved her from the scaffold. The 
gallows had alraady baen erected 
for her in Walton Gaol when tho 
death sentence was commuted to 
penal servitude for life. 

Tho reason forthe Home Secre- 
tary’s intervention is interesting. 
The officialstatement made at the 
tima read -—- 

Whilo the evidence leada 
clearly to the conclusion that 
the prisoner administered sad 
attempted to administer arsenic 
to her husband with intent to 
murder, yet it does not wholly 
exclude. a reasonable doubt 
whether bis death was in fact 
caused by the administration of 
arsenic. : 

One of the greatest exhibitions 
of hardihood at the scaffold was 
that of Mfrs. Annia Walters and 
Mrs. Amelia Sach, two nurses, 
who were executed in Holloway 
Prison in 1903 for the murder of 
an infant. cael 

At the last moment Walters, 
whom it seemed nothing could 
uonerve, shouted out,“ Good-bye, 
Sach!” 

Among other notable execu- 
tions are those of Mrs. Dyer, the 
baby farmer, at Newgate, in 1896; 
Mrs. Pearcey hanged at Newgate 
in 1890 for the murder of Mrs. 
Hogg; and Catherine Wilsoa, 
who was convicted of the murder 
of Mrs. Soames by poison in 
1862.— Deity Chronicle.

SEWN IN FOR WINTER. 


Garments for Troops Guard-- 
ing Tibctan Trade. 


Peking, December 29.—Nine 
thousacd feet upid the mountains- 
of Asia, “ where Chios ends and 
Tibet begins,” General Chen Haia- 
ling is ~ sowing himself and his - 
soldiers in” for the bitterly cold 
winter that has begun its reign. 
Every tailor of the district bas 
bean ordered by the General to” 
report to the camp and make . 
clothes for the 10,000 Chinese, 
soldiers stationed there to sup- 
press brigandage and protect the 
important Chinese Tibetan trade. 
Any tailor found secretly making 
civilian clothes, reads a military 
proclamation, will be saverely.”. 
dealt with. 2 

Tachienlo, the post where this‘ 
frontier army is encamped, js the: 
coldest place on the border, but it 
is also the situation that best 
commends the pass from China to 
Tibet. Eternal snow covers tha 
mountains that rear to heights of 
20,000 and 25,000 feet on either 
side. Eight days’ journey to the 
east lies a lowerand warmer land 
whero rice can be grown, rice that 
must be transported over danger- 
ows mountain roads covered with 
groat benks of snow, for General 
Chen must feed as well as clothe 
his men. After tho crest. of the 
pass, another 5,000 feet higher is 
crossed, the country drops away 
again into the Asiatic platesn 
whore grassy plains stretch away 
into the distance and where the 
winter is mild and sunny. 

Bot military strategy dictates 
tho stationing of the little army 
of 10,000 Chinese at Tachieniu, 
shut io by barren and rugged 
mouoteing, where only wind and” 
snow aod bitter cold can enter. 
For this reason General Chon is 
“sewing in” his men. The Tibe- 
tans woar heavy sheep skins .for 
clothing and do not mind the cold, 
but the Chinese soldiers aro from 
warmer districts. Garment after 
garment of heavily padded cotton 
ia put on and literally sewed into 
place at the neck, wrists and 
ankles, to remain undisturbed 
until the suos of summer return 
and the Chinese soldier emerges 
from hie wioter shell much as- 
does the cicads, ;
